As seamen discharged at Calcutta under such stipulations are 
frequently unable to find employment, and are without the means 
of paying for their passage home, the Board propose to issue in- 
structions to Superintendents of the Mercantile Marine Offices in 
the United Kingdom to warn seamen against signing articles 
containing such stipulations. 


Norice TO SHIPMASTERs. 


The following notice to shipmasters has been issued by the 
Marine Department of the Board of Trade :— 

“The Board of Trade having reason to believe that the evils 
which led to the publication of a notice dated October 1886, 
warning shipmasters to beware of allowing seamen to go ashore 
at Madeira, are no longer to be apprehended, the said notice, 
which was not intended to convey any imputation on the 
population of Madeira generally, is hereby cancelled.”

SWEDEN. 


The Swedish Board of Trade issued a notice on the 3rd 
December last declaring British India still infected with cholera. 


Norway. 


The Norwegian Government have declared all the ports of the 
Argentine Republic infected with cholera. 


DENMARK, 


Quarantine is established on arrivals from ports of Sardinia, 
Austria-Hungary, and of the mainland of Italy. 

Sanitary precautions are also to be applied to all arrivals from 
all ports in Paraguay and Uruguay, the Argentine Republic, the 
French ports between Nantes and Cherbourg, Spain, Gibraltar, 
French Mediterranean ports, Sicily, Tunis, Egypt, and Red Sea, 
Morocco (Fez, Mequinez, and Dar - el- Baida), Havana, and 
Japan. 

The importation is prohibited of worn linen, worn clothes, and 
bedding, except as passenger's luggage, and of rags, used wadding, 
carding wool, paper refuse, hair and hides coming from Para- 
guay, Uruguay, Argentine Republic, Sardinia, Austria-Hungary, 
France, mainland of Italy, and Island of Sicily, and the Spanish 
Mediterranean coast. The regulation applies to similar articles 
from Rio de Janeiro and Havana, 


NETHERLANDS. 


Allltalian- Adriatic ports, between the Austro-Hungarian frontier 
and Cape Santa Maria de Leuca, all Austro-Hungarian ports in 
the Adriatic, the Gulf of Genoa, and the Island of Sardinia, are no 
longer suspected of cholera. 

Her Majesty's Minister at the Hague reports that Malaga is 
no longer considered infected with cholera. 
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FRANCE. 


The period of observation on arrivals from Genoa and Spezzia 
in Algeria and Tunis has been reduced to 24 hours; arrivals from 
Sardinia will be subjected in French Mediterranean ports and in 
Algiers to 24 hours observation, instead of the five days hitherto 
imposed, the period of five days being maintained, however, in 
Tunis, and arrivals from Sicily in Tunis will be admitted to free 
pratique. 

A notification from Her Majesty’s Awbassador at Paris is to 
the effect that rags are now allowed to be imported by the frontier 
of Spain. 

Dating from the 5th December last, arrivals from Buenos Aires 
were to be subjected to the same treatment in Tunisian ports as 
in the ports of France and Algeria. 

According to the Journal Officiel of the 11th December last, 
the period of observation has been reduced to 24 hours on all 
vessels arriving at the French Mediterranean ports from Genoa 
and Spezzia. 


PorTUGAL, 


‘The ports of Rio de Janeiro and its provinces are freed from 
yellow fever since 23rd November last, and Spanish ports from 
cholera since 15th December. 

Genoa is, according to a telegram from Her Majesty’s 
Minister at Lisbon, declared suspected of cholera. 

From Ist December last the ports of Belize and of Gulf of 
Honduras are declared free from yellow fever. 

Biloxi is declared to be infected with yellow fever from 
October Ist; ports of Mississipi State suspected from that date. 

Buenos Aires, according to a telegram dated the 29th November 
last, is declared to be infected with cholera. 

All Austrian- Adriatic ports are now declared suspected, instead 
of infected with cholera. 


ITALY. 


The Italian Government, in a decree dated the lst December 
last, has ordered that all the measures of quarantine in force in 
Sicily and the adjacent small islands, and at Asinara, against 
ships coming from the rest of the Italian coasts, are annulled in 
the case of ships leaving any part of the kingdom. The obligation 
still in force upon ships carrying passengers from one Italian port 
to another of having a doctor on board will be continued. In 
Sicily and the adjacent islands and at Asinara the sanitary 
measures ordered by the decree of 21st August last, to regulate 
the trade in rags and unwashed old clothes destined for sale, in

second-hand bedding, and in cloth or sitk selvage, and the 
prohibition to import manures will cease at the same time. 

By a decree of the Italian Government, the sanitary condition 
of the kingdom having returned to a normal state, the special 
regulations aid down in Ordinance No. 19 of September last were 
to cease from the 3rd December last, for transport in the Island of 
Sardinia and the small adjacent islands of workmen, peasants, and 
labourers, whose embarcation will be effected under the existing 
rules, under surveillance of the ship’s doctor, and accompanied by 
the measures of cleanliness and hygiene which are imposed on all 
travellers. 

Ships leaving any part of Austro-Hungarian coasts and the 
port and neighbourhood of Tarifa after 10th December last, are 
no longer subjected to quarantine measures, but are admitted to 
pratique. 


AUSTRIA. 


A teleg¥am, dated the lst December Jast, states that the medical 
inspection and supervision imposed on arrivals in Dalmatia from 
the Austro-Illyrian and Hungaro-Croatian coast are withdrawn. 

Dating from the 23rd December last, the period of observation. 
on arrivals from Venice on the Austro-Hungarian littoral has. 
been rescinded. Arrivals from the other Italian ports in the. 
Adriatic will in future be subjected to supervision for 24 hours, 
from the Gulf of Genoa, the coast-line between Cape St. Maria 
di Leuca and Gaeta, and Sardinia, to a period of three days 
observation, to medical inspection and disinfection. 


GREECE. 


A telegram, dated the 9th December last, has been received 
stating that the quarantine on arrivals from the coast between 
Fiume and Dulcigno has been reduced to five days’ observation. 
The quarantine on arrivals from Malaga has been abolished. 

Quarantine against arrivals from Italian coast between Venti- 
miglia and Otranto since 20th December last is abolished. 

The quarantine on arrivals from the coast between Dulcigno 
and Trieste has been abolished. 


RouMANIA. 


According to a telegram, dated the 6th December last, persons 
from Servia can only enter Roumania by Verciorova, Severin, or 
Calafat. Arrivals from Servia must have passports, and will be 
submitted to five days’ medical supervision. Persons with 
suspicious symptoms will not be allowed to enter Roumania.

TURKEY. 


According to a telegram, dated the 3rd December last, the 
medical inspection of arrivals from Gibraltar is abolished. 

The Medical Council of the Ottoman Health Administration 
have decreed that travellers from Servia and Bulgaria and Eastern 
Roumelia must undergo quarantine at one of the sanitary stations 
established at Mitrovitza, Kossova, and Djisiri Mustapha Pacha. 

According to a telegram dated the 11th December last, 
quarantine is abolished at Constantinople against arrivals from 
Mediterranean and Adriatic ports. Quarantine against arrivals 
from Genoa is reduced from ten to five days. 

Bombay has been declared an infected place. 

Tn consequence of cholera in Bulgaria, a quarantine cordon has 
yeen established along the frontier. 

The five days’ quarantine against Trieste and Austro-Hungarian 

littoral of Adriatic, including Montenegro, is abolished, and re- 
placed by a medical inspection. The medical inspection on 
arrivals from Italian ports is suppressed. 


CYPRUS. 


Arrivals in any port of Cyprus, except Larnaca, from the 
rovince of Malaga and from Italy direct, which left on or after 
the 8th October last, without having performed quarantine at an 
intermediate port shall be repelled. Arrivals at Larnaca undergo 
a quarantine of ten days. Mails arriving direct therefrom, 
passenger's luggage and merchandise are landed in quarantine. 
Vessels from “Gibraltar undergo a medical inspection before being 
admitted te pratique. 

The quarantine on arrivals from Trieste is increased to ten 
clear days, and is extended to arrivals from Fiume and the whole 
Austrian coast of the Adriatic and Montenegro. All! vessels 
arriving at any port of Cyprus, except Larnaca, from the coast 
of Bulgaria, Eastern Roumelia, Kustendje, and from Varna, 
without having performed quarantine at an intermediate port, 
shall be repelled. Those arriving at Larnaca shall undergo a 
quarantine of five clear days, under the usual precautions, , 

The quarantine on direct arrivals from the Danube ports, the 
coast between Sulina and Bourgas, the Italian, Austrian, and 
Montenegrin shores of the Adriatic, which left those places on or 
after the ‘3th November last, is reduced from ten to five days. 

Arrivals from Sardinia are admitted to free pratique after a 
medical inspection. 

From the 13th December last, the quarantine on arrivals from 
the Province of Malaga is abolished, but they must undergo a 
medical inspection before being admitted to pratique. 

Arrivals from Gibraltar were to be, from the 13th December 
last, admitted to free pratique.

According to a telegram, dated the 4th December last, all 
quarantine restrictions are removed,

According to a telegram, dated the 6th December Jast, all 
arrivals from Italy are now admitted to free pratique. 


BRAZIL. 


The ports of Brazil, except that of Ilha Grande, are closed to 
arrivals from ports infected with cholera. A lazaretto has been 
established at Ilha Grande, at which vessels can discharge 
passengers and merchandise destined for Brazil. The commanders 
of vessels will then be directed to continue their voyage for 
foreign parts. 


ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


A telegram, dated the 13th December last, has been received 
stating that cholera had broken out at Monte Video. Quarantine 
on arrivals from Uruguay. 


Uruauay. 


The Uruguayan authorities, by a decree dated the 7th December 
last, have closed all the ports of the Republic against vessels 
proceeding from or which may have touched at an Argentine port, 
as well as from Genoa. All vessels from other Italian ports are 
to undergo a discreet quarantine if they arrive in a good sanitary 
condition. Any vessel on board of which there may be a 
suspicious case of illness or a declared case of cholera morbus, or 
which may have had such case or cases on board during the 
voyage, will not be admitted to any port in the Republic. 

All the ports of Uruguay have been closed against arrivals 
from the Argentine Republic. 


CHILI. 


According to a telegram dated the 13th December last, all 
Chilian ports are closed against Monte Video and Buenos Aires.

Winter Mail Service for Newfoundland. 


After the departure from Queenstown of the Packet of the 
5th of January last, the direct Mail Service to Newfoundland 
was to cease for the winter; and, until further notice, the mails 
will be forwarded to Halifax by the Canadian Packet from 
Londonderry. 

The mails for Newfoundland will be made up in London on 
alternate Thursday evenings, commencing on the 20th of January 
next, and will be transferred at Halifax to local steamers pro- 
ceeding to Newfoundland. On each occasion mails will be made 
up in Ireland on the day after they are made up in London. 


Temporary alteration of Mail Service to Brazil and the 
River Plate. 


In consequence of quarantine having been declared by Brazil 
against ships arriving from Buenos Aires and Monte Video, the 
Royal Mail Steam Packet Company cannot, for the present, 

e for both their monthly steamers from Southampton to 
perform the combined Mail Service to Brazil and the River Plate. 

Until further notice, therefore, the Packets leaving South- 
ampton on the 24th of each month, will carry mails to Brazilian 
ports, calling, as now, at Vigo, Lisbon, St. Vincent, Pernambuco, 
Maceio, Bahia, Rio de Janeiro, and Santos, but will not go on to 
the River Plate, 

The Packet of the 9th of each month will, however, continue 
to call at Brazilian ports, and go on to Monte Video and Buenos 
Aires as at present, but will not touch at any Brazilian port om 
the homeward voyage. 


Mails for Brazil by French Packet. 

Information has been received from the French Pest Office 
that the French steamers leaving Bordeaux on the 5th of each 
month for Buenos Aires will call at Dakar and Monte Video, but 
not at any of the Brazilian Porfs, either on the outward or on 
the homeward voyage, while the steamer leaving Bordeaux on the 
20th will proceed to Pernambuco, Bahia, and Rio de Janeiro, but 
will not go to the River Plate. = 


Mails for the Falkland Islands. 


Mails for the Falkland Islands by Pacific Packet will leave 
London on the 22nd January, 8th February, 19th March, 5th 
April, and 14th May next, and will arrive at Port Stanley on the 
24th February, 27th March, 22nd April, 22nd May, and 17th 
June respectively. Those mails leaving London on the 22nd 
January, 19th March, and 14th May, will leave Dartmouth on the 
24th January, 21st March, and the 16th May respectively. 
Those leaving London on the 8th February and the 5th April, 
will leave Punta Arenas on the 25th March and the 20th May 
respectively.

REGULATIONS. 


Russia. 


Classification of Articles in Customs Tariff. 


Note-—Poud = 36 lbs., avoirdupois. Funt = 0: 902 lbs., avoir- 
dupois. Square Arshine=5‘44 square feet. Gold 
Rouble=3s. 2d. 


The following decisions affecting the classification of articles 
in the Russian Customs Tariff have recently been given by the 
Russian Government. 

Tron scorie remaining after the manufacture of iron or cast- 
iron in works situated in the Kingdom of Poland are to come 
under the operation of Note 1 to section 6 of the export tariff, 
which is as follows :—“TIron ore may be exported through the 
** Custom Houses of the Kingdom of Poland from the mines 
“ nearest to the frontier and to foreign, not native iron works, 
‘“ particularly in places where there is 4 want of fuel, but only 
“ by special permission of the Minister of Finance, and on 
* payment of a duty of 5 copecks per mine bucket (a local 
“ measure).” 

Articles manufactured of cork pulp with coloured designs in 
relief, and lined with cotton tissues, are to be included under 
section 194, and to pay a duty of 12 copecks per funt, with an 
addition of 20 per cent. on each rouble of duty leviable. 

Brushes of cocoa-nut fibre. Section 186. Duty, 2 roubles 
44 copecks per poud, with an addition of 20 per cent. on each 
rouble of duty leviable. 

Ochre of iron, yellow, with an admixture of chrome, the same 
as chrome colours. Section 118. Duty, 2 roubles 20 copecks per 
poud. 

Linseed. Section 22. Duty tree. 

Cambric handkerchiefs of cotton, printed in colours under 
section 211 as follows:—Cotton tissues printed or dyed Turkey 
red, having up to 8 square arshines to a funt, 55 copecks per 
funt. Having from 8 to 12 square arshines to a funt, 66 copecks 
per funt. Having from 12 to 16 square arshines to a funt, 
83 copecks per funt; and having more than 16 arshines to » 
funt, | rouble 32 copecks per funt. All with an addition of 
10 per cent. on each rouble of duty leviable. 

Cambric handkerchiefs of linen, with open stitching round 
borders. Section 219, part 2. Duty, 2 roubles per funt, with an 
addition of 20 per cent. on each rouble of duty leviable. 

Ribbons of wool, with silk stripes. Section 209. Duty, 66 
roubles per funt, with 20 per cent. additional. 

Iron wire used as fastenings for bales of rags are not to be 
admitted duty free, but are to pay duty as fastenings.

Pictures painted on china in frames of various materials, and 
set in plush. Section 227, part 1. Duty, 1 rouble 20 copecks 
per funt, with an addition of 20 per cent. on each rouble of duty 
leviable. 

Money boxes of all kinds. Section 228. Duty, 37 copecks 
per funt, with an addition of 20 per cent. on each rouble of duty 
leviable. 

Folding candlesticks of an alloy resembling Prince’s metal, 
nickeled. Section 227, part 4, which is as follows :—“ Specially 
“* mentioned small articles of copper, cast and wrought iron, steel, 
“ and zinc, weighing less than 3 funt, even though they may 
** consist of one material, pay half the rate of duty under part 2 
** of section 227, the duty applicable to this category being 37 
* copecks per funt, with an addition of 20 per cent. on each 
“ rouble of duty leviable.” 

Chicory mixed with beet root. Section 68. Duty 40 copecks 
per poud, with an addition of 20 per cent. on each rouble of duty 
leviable. 

Syrups of white colour with yellow tinge, sweet in taste, and of 
sour odour, extracted from starch by treating it with sulphuric 
acid. Section 59. Duty, 1 rouble 20 copecks per poud. 


SWEDEN. 
Modifications in Customs Duties. 


The following modifications in the Customs duties levied on 
imports into Sweden have been introduced into the Customs 
Tariff which came into operation on the 1st January last. 

Furs of all kinds, undressed, are now admitted free of duty. 
Furs, dressed, blue fox, beaver, polecat, chinchilla, marten, sable, 
black fox, and?so called Cape seal and otter, 50 dre per kilogramme. 
Other kinds, 25 Gre per kilogramme. Skins sewn together and 
articles partly made up covered with fur of blue fox, beaver, pole- 
eat, chinchilla, marten, sable, black fox, so called Cape seal and 
otter, 4 krénor per kilogramme. Other kinds, 2 kronor per 


kilogramme. 
The classification, “ hats made up, or partly made up,” has been 
altered as follows :—“ Hats made up, or partly made up, including 


“ felts intended for use in making hats.” Copper or bronze wire, 
also single or connected copper or bronze wire covered with a 
composition of gutta percha or similar substance, will be included 
under the category of implements or tools, or parts thereof not 
enumerated, and will be admitted free of duty. 

Iron and steel wire covered with silk, thread, or paper will be 
included under the heading of bonnet frames, and pay a duty of 
1 krona 10 Gre per kilogramme. Provision is made for the 
assessment of duty on “ dextrine” which is to be considered as 
starch, and to pay accordingly. 
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Onions, which were formerly taxed at the rate of 5 dre per 
kilogramme, will in future be included in the category of fruit and 
vegetables, the duty on which is 10 Gre for fresh, 30 dre for 
pickled, and 25 ore per kilogramme for dried or salted. 


FRANCE. 
Removal of Duty on Home-manufactured Paper. 


Mr. J. A. Crowe, Her Majesty’s Commercial Attaché for 
Kurope, reports, under date of the ist December last, that the 
paper duty (home duty) which was suppressed by the finance 
law of the 8th August 1885, ceased to be levied in France from 
the 1st December last. Paper will in future be free from duty 
when manufactured in France, and may be exported without any 
formalities. Although by this measure, the Excise duty ceases to 
be levied on imported paper, it does not in any way affect the 
Customs duty levied on its importation. 


Importation of Phosphorus. 


A notification, under date of the 17th Decémber last, has been 
received from Mr. J. A. Crowe, to the effect that by a decree of 
the French Government, dated the 16th December last, importers 
of phosphorus are required to take out “acquits a caution” at the 
port of arrival in France, and that these documents are to contain 
a statement of the quantities imported, and the name and 
residence of the person to whom they are addressed. 


MARTINIQUE. 
The Duties on © Tafia” and Molasses, 


A notification has been received from Mr, J. A. Crowe, Her 
Majesty’s Commercial Attaché for Europe, to the effect that a 
decree of the French Government, dated the 15th December last, 
establishes a specific instead of an ad valorem duty of one centime 
per litre on tafia exported from Martinique. On molasses and 
syrups 2 consumption duty of one centime per litre is to be levied. 


NETHERLANDS, 


Excise Duty on Spirits, 


With reference to the notification which appeared on page 252 
of the last number of the Journal, as to the proposed increase in 
the Excise duty on spirits in the Netherlands, viz. from 57 to 
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60 florins per hectolitre, the Hon. Sir W. Stuart, Her Majesty's 
Minister at the Hague, in a despatch dated the 24th December 
last, states that the Government Bill making this increase per- 
manent was approved by the First Chamber of the States General 
on the 21st December. 


GREECE. 
New Commercial Treaty. 


The following is a translation of the Circular referred to on 
page 257 of the December number of the Journal, as having 
been addressed on the Sth (20th) November last by the Greek 
Government to all the Custom House authorities directing them 
to admit British imports immediately to the full benefits derivable 
from the new Commercial Treaty, which was signed on the 
10th November last, and which is to come into force on the 
exchange of ratifications. A full text of the new Greek Customs 
Tariff will be found on pages 23 to 43 of this issue.

“J quote herewith my telegraphic order, bewing the same 
date and number as the present, for your information and 
guidance. 

“ Athens, 8th (20th) November 1886.

“] make known to you that a Commercial Treaty was also 
concluded with the British Government. All articles, therefore, 
proceeiting from England which are named in the Treaties with 
Germany and France, have to be subjected to the same duties 
as those fixed in these treaties, and in accordance with the ‘ duty 
and treaty’ as marked in the tariff.” 


UNITED States. 
Classification of Articles in Customs Tariff. 


The following decisions affecting the classification of articles 
in the United States Customs Tariff have been given by the 
United States Government, during the months of November and 
December last :— 

Boxes containing ordinary and safety matches are not dutiable 
as part of the merchandise they contain ; but under the provisions 
of the 7th section of the Act of the 3rd March 1883, which 
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expressly states that “ the value of usual and necessary sacks, 
crates, boxes, or covering of any kind shall not be estimated ” 
as part of the value of any goods entered for importation. 

Wools of different classes, though contained in the same bale or 
package, may be subjected to the rates of duty respectively 
prescribed for each class, the Treasury Department holding that 
the provisions of section 2912 of the Revised Statutes, relate to 
different qualities and values of the same class of wool, and not 
to different classes when contained in the same package. 

Certain so-called “ basils” which consist of sheep-skins. tanned 
in New Zealand, and imported expressly for manufacture into 
imitation-morocco, are dutiable at the rate of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem, under section 462 for “ skins for morocco, tanned, but 
unfinished.” 

Re-imported domestic whiskey which has been entered for 
warehouse under the customs laws, cannot be transferred while 
in bonded warehouse into new packages, unless such transfer is 
necessary for its preservation. 

Aluminium-bronze of domestic manufacture exported to 
England, and there rolled, will, if returned to the United States, 
be liable to duty the same as if of foreign manufacture, since the 
provision in the “ free-list ” for goods, wares, and merchandise of 
domestic production or manufacture does not apply, inasmuch 
as the said article would not be returned in the same condition 
as exported. 

Agate-stones imported for use as umbrella-handles, which have 
been manufactured or prepared for such use by having an iron- 
screw of one inch and a half to two inches in length inserted 
therein are dutiable at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem, under 
section 216, as “ articles composed wholly or in part of iron.” 

An article commercially known as “ unfermented wine” is 
dutiable, when imported in bottles at the rate of $1°60 per dozer, 
under provision 308, as “ still wine” in bottles; the juice of the 
grape, whether fermented or not, being commercially known as 
wine. 

On the exportation of an article called “ preservaline ” which 
is manufactured in the United States from imported materials, a 
drawback will be allowed equal in amount to the duty paid 
on the materials used less the legal retention of 10 per cent. 

The Treasury Department is of opinion, that the two documents 
of invoice and entry are two separate and distinct papers; and 
that unless the entry, at the time it is sworn to and filed, contains 
a statement of the correct market value of the merchandise it 
covers, it cannot be amended thereafter, notwithstanding the fact 
that the invoice may specify a higher value than that contained 
in the entry. This principle is clearly enunciated in sections 2785 
and 2900 of the Revised Statutes, wherein it is prescribed that 
‘the person making such entry shall also produce the original

Duties on Shoemakers’? Govds, 


Mr. P. Sanderson, Her Majesty’s Consul-General at Galatz, 
and Chargé d’Affaires at Bucharest, in a report dated the 29th 
November last, states that he has received a note from the Foreign 
Ministry, giving the classification of shoemakers’ wares which has 
been adopted by the Roumanian Ministry of Finance, namely;:—

Art. 8 (e). 

2. India-rubber shoes, goloshes, &c., made of india-rubber com- 
bined with other materials, German Treaty, Art. 11 (4), 90 frances 
per 100 kilos. 

3. Articles which are purely and simply shoemaker’s wares, 
made of nothing but leather, duty according to quality, common 
45 francs, fine 90 francs per 100 kilos., German Treaty, Art. 10

(avec @étoffe), German Treaty, Art. 10 (d), 90 francs per 100 
kilogrammes. 


Urvuauay. 
Import Duties at Monte Vidco. 


The following information respecting the duties on goods 
imported at Monte Video is extracted from a report by Mr 
Charles J. Ayre, Her Majesty’s Vice-Consul at Monte Video, 
dated the 8th November last. 

“The duties on goods imported at Monte Video, or any other 
port in the Oriental Republic of Uruguay, are charged on the 
gross weight, so that if the cases in which the articles are packed are 
heavy, the import duty is greatly increased ; it would be well that 
merchants consigning goods to this place should not use packing 
cases of a greater weight than necessary for the security and 
conveyance of the contents. As a case in point, I may mention 
that an importer of this place received a small (sample) consign- 
ment of cheese. The cheeses were enclosed in stoneware jars of 
two sizes containing respectively 2} and 5 Ibs. The net weight 
of the cheese thus consigned was 27 kilos (about 59 Ibs.). The 
gross weight with jars and packing case was 60 kilos (about 131 
Ibs.), All cheese imported is valued at 41 cts. per kilo, and the 
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duty is 51 per cent. on that valuation. Consequently, the duty 
on this small consignment amounted to $12 +55 (2/. 13s. 5d.), or 
on the net weight, about 10d. per Ib. 


GUATEMALA. 
Increase of Customs Duties, 


By a decree of the Government of Guatemala, dated the 18th 
August last, an additional duty of 15 per cent. was to be levied 
on all imports into that country; this increased duty has, how- 
ever, since been modified into an additional 1} per cent. on the 
10 per cent. duties, 7} per cent. on the 50 per cent., and the full 
15 per cent. on the 75 per cent. duties, being the three categories 
in the customs tariff of Guatemala. 


VENEZUELA. 
Customs Duty on Export of Bar Gold. 


The following is a translation of a decree of the Venezuelan 
Government, dated the 19th November last, imposing a duty on 
the export of bar gold. 

“ Article I. There shall be imposed a transit duty of one hundred 
and twenty-five bolivares on every kilogramme of bar gold 
exported from Venezuela, 

“TI, The Inland Custom Houses shall levy the duty imposed 
by the preceding article and remit the amount produced in the 
manner prescribed by Law XIX. of the Finance Code regarding 
other national revenue. 

“JIT, The Minister of Finance is entrusted with the execution 
of this decree.” 


(With reference to this decree, Mr. T. H. Reddan, Her 
Majesty’s Vice-Consul at Ciudad Bolivar, in a report dated the 
21st November last, says :— 

“The ‘ El Callao’ Mining Company feel very indignant at 
this decree, in view of the fact that the large amount of 30,0007.

In a report on this subject, dated the 29th November last, 
Mr. A. Baker, Her Majesty’s Consul at Vera Cruz, says :— 

“In lieu of the local import and stamp duties payable under 
the old passport system the law establishes (provisionally pending 
a radical reform of the State fiscal system) an ad valorem con- 
sumption tax. If the goods are of domestic production, they pay 
104 per cent. on their value in accordance with a tariff at presert 
existing in the offices of the local authorities ; if, on the other 
hand, the goods are of foreign production, they were to pay 104 
per cent. on the amount of the duties they paid on entering the 
Republic.” 


WESTERN AUSTRALIA. 
Alteration of the Duty on Opium. 


By an Act which has recently passed the Legislature of Western 
Australia, the rate of customs duty hitherto levied on the im- 
portation of opium, namely 12} per cent. ad valorem, is in future 
to apply only to opium imported for medicinal purposes. Other 
opium will pay a duty of 12 per lb, which is equivalent to an 
ad valorem duty of about 50 per cent. 


MONTSERRAT. 
Modification in Customs Tariff: 


The following alterations in the import and export duties 
levied in Montserrat, came into force on the i9th November 
last. Import duties:—Cigars now pay a duty of 10d. per Ib. 
instead of 8d. as formerly ; petroleum and products thereof, 2d, 
per gallon, previously 1d. per gallon; gin in casks, 3s. per proof 
gallon, the duty previously being 3s. per gallon, regardless of 
strength ; spirits, sweetened, and all cordials and liqueurs, 3s. 
per imperial gallon instead of 2s. ; cypress shingles 4 inches broad, 
3s. per 1,000 pieces, previously 4s. The export duties have been 
altered as follows :—Musccovado sugar in packages other than 
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hogsheads, tierces, or barrels will now pay at the rate of 2/. per 
109 lbs. instead of 14d. as formerly. Neat cattle (exc2pt calves 
with their mothers) 4s. per head instead of 8s. 


CANADA. 
Regulations affecting importation of Rags, 


A notification, dated the 20th December last, has been received 
from the High Commissioner for Canada to the effect that the 
Canadian Government has decided, with respect to the importa- 
tion of rags, to allow them to enter the Dominion freely, as 
before, from the United Kingdom and Northern Europe. The 
entrance of rags into Canada from countries where epidemic 
disease is known to prevail will, however, be prohibited under 
the provisions of section 15 of the Dominion Quarantine 
Regulations. 


Tare Rates for Sugar, 


On the recommendation of the Minister of Customs, and under 
the provisions of the 64th section, and the 2nd sub-section of the 
230th section of the Act 46 Vict. c. 12, known and cited as the 
Customs Act, 1883, His Excellency in Council has ordered that 
with a view to establish a uniform practice in the weighing and 
taring of imported sugars, the following allowances shall b> made 
for tare and drafc upon the packages containing imported sugars, 
the said allowances to be deducted from the actual gross weight of 
the sugars as ascertained by weighing on their arrival at their 
ports of destination in Canada, the weighing to be performed by 
Customs officers, and the labour required in handling and weigh- 
ing to be furnished by the importer. 

On hogsheads and tierces weighing 1,300 lbs. gross, or over, 
12 per cent. On hogsheads or tierces weighing less than 1,300 
Ibs. gross, 14 per cent. On barrels weighing les3 than 250 lbs. 
gross, 10 per cent. On bags or mats containing beetroot, centri- 
fugal or refined sugars, 14 per cent. On double bags or mats 
containing beetroot centrifugal or refined sugars, 24 per cent. 
On bags or mats containing East India, Chin, Brazil, Musco- 
vadv, or other similar sugars, 2 per cent, Oa double bags or mats 
containing East India, China, Brazil, Muscovalo, or other similar 
raw sugars, 3} per cent. Ona baskets, 74 per cent. Ou. any 
packages other than those provided for above, the allowance shail 
be such as the weighing officer may find to be just and equitable 
but in no case to exceel the original weight of such pickages 
before the sugar was placed therein. 

The Order in Council, bearing date 25th day of Marci 1359, 
fixing allowance for tare on sugar, has bevn repealed. 
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Importation of Yarn. 


On the recommendation of the Minister of Customs, and 
under the provisions of the 12th sub-section, cf the 230th 
section of the Act, 46 Vict. c. 12, known and cited as “the 
Customs Act, 1883,” His Excellency in Council has ordered 
that yarn, spun from the hair of the alpaca or Angora goat, when 
imported by manufacturers of braid for use edtaabedly in their 
factories in the manufacture of such braids only shall be (under 
such regulations as may be adopted by the Minister of Customs,) 
placed on the list of articles that may be admitted into Canada, 
free of Customs duties. 


ConeGo FREE Stare. 
Regulations affecting Exports. 


A despatch, dated the 24th November last, has been received 
from Mr. M. le M. H. Gosselin, Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires 
at Brussels, enclosing a decree of the Belgian Government, dated 
the 23rd October last, respecting the regulations affecting goods 
exported from the Congo Free State, which came into force on 
the Ist July last. The following is extracted from the decree in 
question:— 

By Article 1 of the regulations, the export duty on earth- 
nuts is fixed at 1 franc 30 cents per 100 kilos, coffee 1 franc, 
eaoutchouc 20 frances, copal 8 francs, palm oil 2°50 francs, ivory 
50 frances, palm-nuts 1:20 francs, and sesame 1°70 francs. All 
other articles may be exported free of duty; but the regulations 
concerning the declaration, embarkation, and shipment of dutiable 
goods apply equally to every class of non-dutiable goods. 

Under Article 5 the export duty will be levied on the net 
weight of the merchandise, deducting that of the packing cases, 
In the case of merchandise exported in bulk, as well as ivory and 
palm-oil, the exporter must declare the net weight. For canvas- 
wrappers an allowance of 2 per cent. on the gross weight will be 
made, for matting 4 per cent., for wooden cases containing 
caoutchouc in balls, 20 per cent., containing other produce 
16 per cent. 

Articles 7 to 10 relate to the verification and shipment of the 

oods for exportation. 

Articles 11 to 16 explain the rules to be observed in factories 
or depéts of native productions established within the Free State 
Territories. 

Articles 17 and 18 explain the regulations under which 
merchandise coming from States or territories not belonging to 
the Free State may be exported free of duty. 

Articles 19 to 25 enumerate the penalties to be incurred by 
those who disobey the regulations.

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VII—-EXTRACTS FROM DIPLOMATIC AND 
CONSULAR REPORTS. 


Errect oF INCREASE IN Customs TARIFF OF GREECE. 


The following information respecting the effect of the raising 
of the Greek Customs Duties is extracted from a report by 
Mr. H. L. Dupuis, Her Majesty's Consul at Volo, dated the 
18th November last :— 

«A communication from the Ministry of Finance has been 
published in reference to the report of the projected increase of 
the Customs tariffs. As a preliminary measure, the paper cur- 
rency is now declined in the Customs, unless at a discount of 
J ae and this is likely to be the case at other Government 
offices. 

‘“* The measure, if carried, will be ruinous to the little foreign 
trade of this place. The tariffs are already overweighted. The 
duty on Colonial produce, such as coffee, sugar, tea, rice, candles, 
soap, and starch, amounts to be prohibitory in its effect, being about 
80°/,, and that on woollen and cotton stuffs, clothing, and pro- 
visions is especially high in proportion to value, and that on wines 
and spirits, is fabulously so. 


SraTE PurRcHASE OF PRIVATE RAILWAYS IN SWEDEN. 


The following information respecting the purchase by the State 
of the private railways in Sweden is extracted from a despatch by 
Mr. E. Corbett, Her Majesty’s Minister at Stockholm, dated the 
4th December last :— 

“In consideration of the great depression in the economical 
state of Sweden in all its industrial branches, more especially 
among the farmers, which had been going on and increasing 
during the last year, and in accordance with an expressed desire 
of the Rigsdag, the Government last March appointed a committee 
to examine into the causes of and propose the best and most 
effectual measures for obviating, or at least alleviating, the present 
distress. To this committee, which was composed of very 
prominent and experienced persons, representing the principal 
industries of the country, and presided over by Count A. Posse, 
late Minister of State, was assigned a very extensive field of 
action for its labours. Should the committee have delayed to 
give in any report till it had thoroughly grappled with all the 
questions proposed in all their numerous details, it would have 
given occasion to a very protracted labour, whereby a great deal 
of valuable time would have been lost before any steps could 
have been taken for a partial relief. Under these circumstances 
the committee came to the wise determination to examine the 
questions in detail, and to give in separate reports from time to 
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time as the work proceeded. The first question that has come 
under consideration is upon the great benefit that would accrue 
from a reduction in the present railway tariffs. With the present 
low price of all produce the railway tariffs press very heavily on 
most of the staple productions of the country, which, being heavy, 
such as timber, ore, iron, coal, manure, and grain, cannot bear the 
expense of any long transit by rail. When it is borne in mind 
that of the whole extent of railway lines, 6,894 kilometres, only 
2,387 kilometres are State railways, and 4,507 kilometres belong 
to private companies, it is clear that a reduction in the freights on 
the State lines only would prove but of partial benefit, and would 
only become effectual so far as a reduction was also adopted on the 
private railroads. This cannot, however, be expected, as reductions 
will only take place on such lines so far as may be consonant with 
the interests of the shareholders. The only effectual way of 
attaining the desired aim seems to be that all the private railway 
lines should be purchased by the State, and a uniform tariff 
established. 

** After a very exhaustive and elaborate examination of all pros 
and cons for such a measure, the Committee has arrived at the 
conclusion to recommend that steps be taken for the purchase 
by the State of all private railways in Sweden, except such as are 
of a purely local character, provided that they can be acquired 
at such a price as would not entail any serious loss to the country. 
It may, however, be taken for granted that this recommendation, 
even if acted upon by the Government, will not lead to any 
satisfactory result. 

“ Great and probably insuperable obstacles will present them- 
selves against a realisation of the project. The report of the 
committee was, with the exception of one dissentient vote, 
unanimous. ‘The dissentient vote is that of a very influential 
member of the peasant party in the Second Chamber, and it is 
probable that any measure for the purchase of private railways, 
if brought in, will not command a majority, at least in the Second 
Chamber. It is further to be observed that some of the private 
railways, those at least which are profitable to the shareholders, 
cannot be purchased except at a very high price. Many private 
railways are at present in pecuniary difficulties, and do not pay 
any dividends ; in fact they have a difficulty in paying interest 
on their debentures, and these would no doubt be glad to avail 
themselves of such an opportunity, but their purchase would not 
be very acceptable, as in some cases, where they have a narrow 
gauge, they could not be worked in connexion with the State 
lines unless they were reconstructed. The general opinion of the 
country seems to be adverse to purchase. People seem to fear 
that it would necessitate a new loan, but this fear is, as I believe, 
in a great measure unfounded. Part of the purchase money 
would be the annulling of a debt of the private railways to the 
Government, amounting to about 2,000,000/. sterling. The 
private railway bonds or debentures amount to 5,000,000/. or 
6,000,000/., and there is no doubt but that the holders of these 
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bonds would be glad to exchange them against State bonds, even 
with a considerable reduction in the current rate of interest. It 
is believed that the ministry is not favourably inclined to the 
scheme of purchase, and have doubts about the prudence of it, 
and thus the Government will probably not submit it to the 
approval of the Diet. This will be known, however, on the 15th 
of January next, when the Diet meets, as, if any such proposal 
by Government is to be made, it will no doubt be alluded to in 
the Royal Speech on that occasion.” 


Actions BY FOREIGNERS AGAINST SWEDES. 


By a decree of the Swedish Government, dated the 19th 
November last, a copy and translation of which has been for- 
warded to Mr. E. Corbett, Her Majesty’s Minister at Stockholm, 
it is enacted :— 

“ That in case any foreigner, either resident in this country or 
not, shall bring an action of law against a Swede, it becomes the 
duty of the appellant, if the respondent should urge it, to deliver 
to the respondent a bond under the security of two responsible 
persons, who are held jointly and individually responsible for all 
legal costs and damages which the appellant may, by the judgment 
of the court, be compelled to pay to the respondent. Or he may 
‘deposit other security which may be considered sufficient by the 
court. A claim of this nature by the respondent shall not be 
considered valid, unless put forward at the first hearing of the 
case, neither may such a claim be urged where the action of law 
of the foreigner is a cross action, or founded on a bill of exchange, 
or the consequence of a public citation by a court of law ora 
judge in a court of law.” 


DanisuH Law ror Conversion oF Pusiic Dest, 


The following information respecting a measure lately adopted 
in Denmark for the conversion of a portion of the public debt 
has been extracted from a despatch of Sir E. Monson, Her 
Majesty’s Minister at Copenhagen, dated the 17th November 
last 

‘*¢ A Bill for the conversion of a portion of the Public Debt was 
passed by both Houses of the Rigsdag with very little discussion, 
and no opposition, and was ratified by the King on the 12th 
instant. 

“ This measure provides for the issue of stock to the amount 
of 155,000,000 kroners, about 8,610,000/. sterling, irredeemable 
by the subscribers, to bear interest at the rate of 34 per cent. 
The loan to be applied to the redemption of a portion of 
the Internal Debt, now standing at 4 per cent., the operation 
commencing on the 11th of March 1887.

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* Interest on the new Loan will begin to run from the 11th 
December of this year. The price of issue not to be less than 
974 per cent. net, with the addition of the incident interest. 

“ The interest will be payable half yearly on the 11th June and 
11th December at the rate of 13 per cent. for each six months. 

“ The Loan is irredeemable by the Government for 10 years, 
and will then become redeemable, with three months’ notice. 

“ The holders of the stock in the existing 4 per cent. securities 
on the State Debt will have the usual facilities and advantages 
for exchanging the same against scrip in the New Loan, and will 
be allowed until the 11th June 1887 for that purpose. 

“Any portion of the Loan not taken up as above is to be 
amortised from the year 1900 at the rate of one million and a half 
kroner yearly. 

“All the leading banks in Copenhagen have expressed their 


willingness to co-operate with the Government as far as may be 


necessary for the purpose of this operation.” 


CEREALS EXPORLED FROM ODESSA. 


A. report, dated the 24th December last, has been received 
from Mr. G. R. Perry, Her Majesty's Consul-General at Odessa, 
relative to the quality of different cereals shipped from that port. 
‘The following is extracted from the report in question :— 

* According to the Odessa newspapers of the 24th December, 
Acting Governor-General Roop has taken into consideration the 
protests made by several London firms relative to the inferior 
quality of the different cereals exported from Odessa, which, it 
appears, do not as a rule compare favourably with the samples 
previously sent to England by post. His Excellency requested 
the Committee of the Chamber of Commerce and Exchange Com- 
mittee, to inform him whether the English merchants had any 
just cause of complaint, and, if so, what measures should be 
adopted to remove such an abuse. 

* At a joint meeting of the Committee, it was resolved to send 
General Roop the following reply to his query, viz.: ‘That it 
* was an indisputed fact that shipments of grain were made at 
this port, the quality of which did not correspond with the 
samples sent to England, and that owing to this the fame of 
‘ Odessa as a great centre for the export of grain, had con- 
‘ siderably fallen in the estimation of foreign commercial men, 
‘ but that they did not see their way to removing the evil, which 
+ might be attributed to the fact that trading firms, of no standing 


whatsoever in this city, cared little for the maintenance of the 

reputation of Odessa as a grain exporting centre.’ 

“The Presidents of the two Committees called upon the Go- 
vernor-General and communicated to him the above resolution. 
General Roop then asked that the matter might receive further 
attention from the Committee, promising them his co-operation in 
endeavouring to bring about a better state of things.” 
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WATER AND Sewer Works at’ Warsaw. 


The following is an extract from a report on the Water and 
Sewer Works at Warsaw by Mr. H. Grant, Her Majesty’s Consul 
at Warsaw, dated the 13th December last :— 

“The works undertaken in 1882 by Mr. W. H. Lindley for 
providing this city with a daily supply of 600,000 cubic feet of 
well-filtered water, and with sewers measuring 58,000 feet in 
length, at a cost of 350,000/. sterling, will be completed next 
spring, when it is expected that they will be further extended, as 
the above supply of water will only suffice for about half the 
present population of Warsaw (420,000), and the same may be 
said of the sewers.” 

The following articles required for the works have been 
supplied from England :--Stoneware invert lining, stoneware pipes, 
fire bricks, steam engines and boilers, cocks and sluice valves. 

The field is now open for— 

Water and sewer fittings, taps, water-closets, syphons, 
gullies (street and yard). 

Stoneware pipes and specials for house drainage (4 in., 
6 in., and 8 in. diameter), stoneware gullies, &c. 

Lead piping,—but it is doubtful whether Great Britain 
could compete in this article. 


OpEeniING OF New Dry Dock At SEVASTOPOL. 


The following information respecting the opening of a new 
dry dock at Sevastopol has been extracted from a report by 
Mr. S. H. Harford, Her Majesty’s Vice-Consul at Sevastopol 
dated the 18th November last :—- 

“The works in connection with the new dry docks have now, 
with regard to the first dock, been concluded by the removal of 
the framework of piles that acted as a foundation for the 
temporary breakwater erected to enable the constructions to be 
carried out. This foundation, which was at a depth of 45 feet 
from the surface was successfully destroyed by a submarine mine, 
on Sunday the 13th November last, in the presence of Admiral 
Peschewroff, the Commander of the Black Sea Fleet, and the 
dock is now available for the entry of vessels.” 


Crostne or Russran ConsuLatE AT CONSTANTINOPLE ON 
oF GREEK CHURCH. 


A despatch, dated the 24th November last, on the subject of 
the inconvenience and delay that is caused to British ships 


touching at Constantinople on their way to Black Sea ports © 


through the impossibility of obtaining bills of health at the 
Russian Consulate on saints’ days and holy days, has been 
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received from Sir R. B. D. Morier, Her Majesty’s Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg, who was instructed to inquire into the subject. 
He reports that no alteration can be made in view of the 
strictness with which the Greek Church keeps holy days. He 
points out, however, that there is no nevessity for ships which go 
straight through from the Dardanelles to the Black Sea without 
touching at Constantinople to carry any bills of health but those 
obtained at the Dardanelles. 


FLOATING EXHIBITION AT BORDEAUX. 


With reference to a notification that appeared on page 85 of 
the third number of the Board of Trade Journal respecting the 
project for a floating exhibition at Bordeaux, Mr. W. Ward, 
Her Majesty’s Consul at Bordeaux, under date of the 17th De- 
cember last, states that the undertaking has been abandoned in 
consequence chiefly of the Bordeaux Chamber of Commerce 
having declined to give its support to the undertaking. The 
floating exhibition, fitting out at Marseilles in the “Sarthe,” 
which was also referred to, will be ready to sail shortly from that 
port via Havre to South America. 


PROPOSED SPANISH CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AT TANGIERS, 


Mr. H. E. White, Her Majesty’s Consul at Tangiers, reports 
under date of the 12th December last, that a meeting has lately 
been held in Tangiers with the view of forming a Spanish 
Chamber of Commerce in that town. Mr. White says that the 
formation of this chamber is an experiment, as it is felt that 
Spanish commerce with Morocco does not occupy that position 
which might have been expected from the close proximity of the 
two countries, and that an attempt should be made to secure for 
Spain a larger share in the trade of Morocco. 


FORMATION OF A Swiss-AFRICA COMPANY AT Si. GALL. 


The following information respecting the formation of a Swiss- 
Africa Company at St. Gall is extracted from a report by 
Mr. H. Angst, Her Majesty’s Consul at Zurich, dated the 23rd 
of December last :— 

“ The Swiss-Africa Company has been formed for the purpose 
of developing the commercial relations between Switzerland and 
the Transvaal and neighbouring countries. The prospectus issued 


‘by the company states that British trade has been absolutely 


dominant in those regions where merchants are said to realize 
exorbitant prices for their goods either by cash or barter. The 
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company proposes to establish large Swiss stores at Pretoria, with 
branch offices up country. 

«A native of Switzerland, Mr. Paul Perrin, who is proposed 
for the post of Swiss Consul at Pretoria, will be placed at the 
head of the establishment there. Mr. Perrin is now making a 
prolonged stay in Switzerland in order to give manufacturers and 
dealers the benefit of his business experiences made in the Transvaal 
during a number of years.” 


BILLs FOR THE RELIEF OF SUGAR PLANTERS IN JAVA. 


A despatch, dated the 18th December last, has been received 
from Mr. H. P. Fenton, Her Majesty’s Secretary of Legation at 
the Hague, respecting the two Bills recently brought forward in 
the Second Chamber of the States-General of the Netherlands, 
having for their object the relief of the depression under which 
the sugar-preducing interest in Java has for some time past been 
suffering. The purport of the two Bills was as follows :— 

“(1.) That no payment should be required from those planters 
of sugar-cane and sugar manufacturers who have contracts with 
the Dutch Indian Government under the provisions of the Law 
of 21st July 1870, in respect of one-half of the total amount of 
the tax which will become payable by them in 1887 and subse- 
quent years, on the produce of their plantations until 1892; but 
that in that year, and in each of the succeeding four years, they 
shall pay one-fifth of the whole amount of which payment had 
been so deferred. 

“To this provision an amendment, or rider, was proposed by 
two members of the Chamber, to the effect that the produce of 
the sugar-cane fields of those planters who have no contract with 
the Government, the so-called “ free planters” shall on the same 
terms as those above stated, be exempt from the tax in question 
until otherwise provided by law. This amendment was approved 
by a vote of 45 to 34, and the Bill, thus amended, was then passed 
by 49 votes to 30. 

“«(2.) The second measure preposed by the Government pro- 
vided that, during a period of two years, dating from the Ist of 
June next, the export duty on sugar from Java, as established by 
the Law of 16th Apri! 1886 should cease to be levied, to which, 
however, an amendment was submitted extending from two years 
to five years the period during which the suspension of the duty 
should take effect, and this amendment was likewise passed by 
46 votes to 31. Thereupon the Bill, thus amended, was approved 
by a vote of 50 to 26. 

“ Tt need scarcely be added that the two Bills above described 
have still to be submitted to the First Chamber of the States- 
General. Should they finally become law, they will, no doubt, 
afford considerable relief to the Java sugar producers, but they 
will at the same time involve a very sensible loss to the Dutch 
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Indian exchequer so long as they 1emain in force, for in the 
estimates of ways and means in the Indjan budget for next year, 
the total amount to be derived from the tax on the sugar planta- 
tions is stated at 2,196,000 f1., and the export duty on sugar 
from Java yields at its present rate about 600,000 fl. annually.” 

In a further despatch, dated the 24th December last, 
Mr. Fenton says that the two Bills were approved on the 23rd 
December, after a short debate, by the First Chamber by 
majorities of 29 to 7 and 34 to 2 respectively; and dating from 
the 1st June 1887, the duty on the export of sugar as established 
by the Law of April 16, 1886, will cease to be levied. 


RatLways AND IMMIGRATION IN THE ARGENTINE 


The following information, respecting the railways and immi- 
gration of the Argentine Republic, is extracted from a Report by 
Mr. R. Bridgett, Her Majesty’s Consul at Buenos Aires, dated 
the 26th October last :— 

“ With respect to the railways, numerous roads are in course of 
construction throughout the Republic, and concessions have just 
been granted for a line from Monte Chseros on the river Uruguay 
to Corrientes on the river Parana, and another from the same 
starting point to Posadas in Missiones, thus bringing the Upper 
Parana on the borders of Paraguay in communication with the 
Argentine banks of the river Uruguay at Concordia. <A project 
is being put forward for a line on the same guage as the Buenos 
Aires and Rosario railways starting from Sunchales in the pro- 
vince of Santa Fé, the furthest point on the extension to Tucuman, 
thus avoiding the transhipment necessitated by the change of guage 
on the present route via Cordoba. 

“ The Northern Colonies of the Province of Santa Fé are being 
connected with the city of that name by a narrow guage line 
which is to be extended to Cordoba, and connect with the narrow 
line of similar width from Tucuman to the latter place. Other 
propositions for new railways are being constantly brought 
forward for Government sanction, some for guarantee, and others 
without. 

“In regard to immigration, new arrivals, of whom 70 per cent- 
are Italians and 10 per cent. are Spaniards, find employment 
immediately on arrival on the many new railways, buildings, 
docks, &c., in course of construction. The arrivals in July, 
August, and September were 20,070, which total is 6,881 in 
excess of that for the same period in 1885. During the whole of 
1885, the immigrants numbered 108,000, or 31,000 more than in 
the year 1884.” 
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Port ar CaALuao. 


Colonel Mansfield, Her Majesty’s Minister at Lima, writing 
under date of the 11th November last, says that a temporary 
contract has been signed with the Muelle Darsena Dock Company 
of Callao, and is to remain in operation for two months, by which 
time the new contract will have been settled between a Commis- 
sion named for that purpose and the representative of the 
Company. The terms of the temporary contract it will be seen 
are more favourable to trade and shipping interests than those 
of the contract of 1885, and it is believed that the permanent 
contract will scarcely differ from the temporary one, of which 
the following is a copy :— 

Taking into consideration the communication of the President 
of the Commission appointed to furnish the Government with the 
basis of a transaction with the Muelle Darsena Company, 2nd, 
it appearing from the above that the Commission, in concurrence 
with the manager of the said Company, have agreed upon «a 
modus vivendi,a provisional contract for a maximum period of 
60 days has been entered into in the following terms :— 

1. The actual tariff for imports, that is to say, 2 soles 75 cents 
per‘ton shall remain in operation, the terms of the final 
contract, however, shall date back to the lst of November, 
the Company bind themselves to reimburse to the owners or: 
consignees of the goods, any difference which may result. 

The actual charges for transhipment to be reduced to 1 sole 

silver per ton for all expenses, with the use of the 
machinery of the Company, all requests to be made within 
five days after presentation of the invoice. 

. From the above-mentioned date to reduce the charges for 
placing on board, and re-embarking merchandise, to a: 
uniform rate of 75 cents per ton. 

. The certificate of the Darsena for embarking goods shall be 
abolished.

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CONSUMPTION OF FRENCH AND NoRWEGIAN Cop F isu 
IN ITAuy. 


Mr. A. P. Inglis, Her Majesty’s Consul at Leghorn, writing 
under date of the 26th November last, on the subject of the 
increased importation into Leghorn of French and Norwegian 
cod fish, and the effect it has upon Newfoundland and Labrador, 
says 

“It was pointed out three years ago, in a report from this 
Consulate, that the French cured cod fish, which then found its 
way to this market only early in the season, was consumed in 
very small quantities, notwithstanding the export bounty with 
which it is favoured by the French Government; but during the 
last two seasons the quality of the French cure has much 
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improved, and the importation has increased to such an extent as 
to seriously interfere with Newfoundland and Labrador, though 
the latter, owing to the complaints made last season, have also 
much improved in quality. 

“The bounty paid by the French Government on cod fish 
landed at Leghorn is 16 francs per 100 kilos landed, whereas the 
value during the present season has hardly ever exceeded 
34 francs, including cost, freight, and insurance to Leghorn. It 
will thus be seen that the bounty is already about half the value 
of the article, and when to this is added other bounties for first 
arrivals and bounties in ships built for the trade, it is difficult te 
see how the system can be further extended, unless the Govern- 
ment itself intends to become the adventurer. 

‘So disadvantageously do these bounties affect our trade, that 
persons engaged here in the import of English cod fish, state that 
it is already suffering material diminution, and may, in a short 
time, entirely disappear. Of late years it has represented a value 
of not less than 60,000/. annually. 

* Another rival is the Norwegian cure, which formerly was 
mostly consumed in Spain; the quality has much improved 
lately, and it now finds a ready market at Genoa and Naples, 
fetching a price this season equal to 16s. 6d. and 17s. per 
English quintal of 112 lbs. to pay cost, freight, and insurance. 
This cure, which is favoured by no bounty, is thus placed on the 
market at 3s. and 4s. less than Newfoundland shore fish, although 
the latter has this season been very scarce.” 


DUEs LEVIED IN Harpours or REUNION. 


The following information respecting the dues levied and the 
accommodation in the harbours of Réunion has been extracted 
from a report by Mr. C. L. St. John, Her Majesty’s Consul at 
Réunion, dated the 23rd November last :— 

* At St. Denis, and all other roadsteads at Réunion, with the 
exception of the harbour of the Pointe des Galets and the 
roadstead of St. Pierre, harbour dues are less than 1 franc per 
registered ton, and calculated according to tonnage and draught 
of water. 

** Large vessels pay proportionately less than small vessels. 

“The ‘Lady Cairns, of 1,265 tons, for instance, paid only 
1033°27 francs, whereas the ‘France, of 552 tons, paid 
498°92 francs. 

“In the above roadsteads, for there is no port, no quay dues 
are levied. 

“ At St. Pierre, vessels entering or remaining outside (for only 
small vessels drawing about 15 feet can enter), a harbour due of 
2 francs per registered ton is levied, besides quay dues on 
merchandise of 7°50 francs per ton, and tug dues calculated 
according to distance and tonnage. 
oft It is, therefore, evident that the harbour of St. Pierre must, 
if possible, be avoided by vessels coming to this colony, or, if 
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compelled to land cargo at that port, an extra charge should be 
made and clearly defined in the charter party. 

“ At the latter port the anchorage in the roadsteads is far from 
safe, vessels being exposed to the full force of the south-east 
trades and a high sea. 

“The port of St. Denis comprises all the other ports in the 
colony, with the exception of those of the Pointe des Galets and 
of St. Pierre, for which special laws have been enacted.” 


FaciLitTies FOR THE REPAIRING OF VESSELS AT MANILA. 


Mr. A. Gollan, Her Majesty’s Consul at Manila, writing under 
date of the 19th October last, states that a new paient slip and 
slip yard have been constructed at Cafiacoa (Cavite), and encloses 
the following circular showing the facilities at present existing 
at the port for the repairs of vessels. Mr. Gollan adds that he 
has been informed that the initial trials of the slip have been 
very satisfactory.

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VIII.— MISCELLANEOUS TRADE NOTICES. 


Frencn COMMERCIAL RELATIONS WITH CANADA. 


The French “ Journal Officiel” of December 11th last, states 
that a letter has been addressed by the French Chamber of Com- 
merce at Montreal to the French Minister of Commerce and In- 
dustry, calling attention to the decrease in French produce imported 
into Canada during the last 15 years. It points out that wine is 
the only article which shows an increased importation, but it is 
far from occupying the place, which, by reason of the growing 
importance of Canada, it should. It suggests as a remedy for 
this condition of affairs, that a far greater number of French 
commercial travellers should visit the country, and that French 
manufacturers and merchants should adopt Canadian usages, as 
far as concerns measures, exchanges, credit, &c. It also proposes 
that direct communication, such, for example, as the German 
“Hansa” line between Antwerp and Montreal, should be 
established between France and Canada. 


Sugar Trave or CANADA. 


The following particulars respecting the sugar trade of Canada 
for the years 1883-4-5, are extracted from “The Home and 
“ Foreign Trade of Canada, and the Annual Report of the 
* Commerce of Montreal” for the year 1886 :.— 

The quantity of sugar entered for home consumption in the 
Dominion of Canada during the year ended June 30th, 1883, 
was 152,729,569 Ibs., of a value of 5,091,530 dollars; during 
1884, 173,742,477 Ilbs., of a value of 5,509,429 dollars; and 
during 1885, 200,011,541 lbs., the value being 5,100,478 dollars. 
The duty on the sugar imported in 1885, was 2,544,920 dollars, 
or nearly half its value. The principal countries from which the 
sugar is imported are the West Indies and British Guiana, Brazil, 
China, and Germany (beet sugar). Of the provinces of Canada, 
Quebec and Nova Scotia consume the largest quantity, taking 

124,593,044 Ibs. and 43,065,265 lbs. respectively. 

- The following comments are added by the editor of the 
pamphlet :— 

“The national policy appears to have affected the sugar trade 
more than any other branch of industry or commerce. It may be 
remarked that not only have the imports greatly increased (the 
quantity for 1885 being 83°59 per cent. over that for 1878), but 
that, ume in 1878 there was but seven per cent. of the total 


quantity imported taken direct from countries of production, in 
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; 1885 95 per cent. was so taken. The 200,011,541 lbs. imported 
in 1885, aggregates a less value than the 108,943,920 Ibs. imported 

in 1878. This is owing to the lower price of sugar throughout 

the world, and to the circumstance that, instead of the refined 

; article being imported, as in 1878, the refineries now import raw 

sugar almost entirely. To the same causes may be attributed 
the fact that, although the imports were so largely increased, the 

7 amount of duty collected in 1885, aggregates less than in 1878; ‘ 

5 the specific duty on each pound of sugar being about 22 cents per 

lb. in 1878, and about 14 cents in 1885,” 


INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION IN TURKESTAN. 


According to the “Journal de St. Pétersbourg” of Novem- 
ber 24 last, the Russian Government is well satisfied with 
the result of the Industrial Exhibition which has been held 

. this year at Taschkend, and intends to repeat the experiment by 
opening similar provincial exhibitions. The Taschkend Exhibition 
was limited to the products of Turkestan, and the quality of 
these products is found to have been distinctly raised by the 
publicity of competition. The natural industry of Turkestan is 
the cultivation of the silk-worm, To this, cotton has recently 
been added, and with great success. The wines of Taschkend 
and Samarcand, which were as bad as vintages could be, have P| 
undergone great improvement, and steps are now being taken 
to encourage their exportation. The. “Journal” goes on to 
say that the Taschkend Exhibition has proved that it was a 
mistake to suppose that manufacturing enterprise could never 
take root in Turkestan; in particular, the leather trade has been 
rapidly advancing. The Russian Government, in consequence of 
these facts, has determined to open another Industrial Exhibition 


at Taschkend in 1889. 
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Export oF WINE FROM SERVIA. 


According to the “ Bollettino di Notizie Commerciali” of 
November 21 last, Servia is beginning to export her native 
wines to some considerable extent. The vintage which finds the 
best market abroad is the very dark red wine of Negotin, which 
is now exported to Austria, Germany, and even to France. There 
is also some demand for the white wines of Jagodin and 
Semendria. 


AssessMrnt OF Customs Duty In TuRrKrEy. 


. The “Journal Officiel” of December 21st last, informs its 
: readers, on the authority of the Belgian Consul at Sa!onica, that 
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the treaties of commerce between Turkey and the foreign powers 
having expired, foreign articles are now paying an import duty 
of 8 per cent. ad valorem. This duty is calculated by a special 
custom house officer, and its administration is attended with a great 
deal of inconvenience, and often of injustice. The Belgian Consul 
advises merchants, in the interval between the present condition 
of things and the promulgation of a new customs tariff, to place 
themselves in relation with Turkey through intelligent agents 
whom they can trust, who will see that no more than the just 
amount chargeable on goods is collected. 


CONDITION OF RusstaAN TRADE. 


The “Journal de St. Pétersbourg” for December 18 last, 
regrets that the improvement which has taken place in the 
principal branches of international trade in the rest of Europe had 
produced no sensible effect upon the foreign commerce of Russia. 
There has been no increase in the exports during the autumn 
months, and there is nothing in the commercial prospect to suggest 
that any improvement is to be expected in the early part of 1887. 
As far as the figures have yet been published, Russian trade with 
foreign countries shows an immense decrease in 1886 as compared 
with 1885. 


REVIVAL or TRADE IN Morocco. 


The “ Journal Officiel” of December 20 last, publishes a 
letter from the French Consul at Mogador, announcing that there 
is a considerable revival of business in Morocco. The result is 
that French goods are finding there a much better sale, but the 
Consul regrets that both the English and German merchants take 
much more pains than the French to recommend and distribute 
their merchandize in the Moorish market. Certain goods, as 
manufactures of lead and copper, which were formerly supplied 
from France, have now passed entirely into the hands of their 
competitors. 


COMMERCIAL Museum at MILAN. 


According to the “Journal Officiel” af December 16 last, 
a Commercial Museum has been founded at Milan, under the 
administration of the Chamber of Commerce of that city. 
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Frenco CoMMERCIAL Musrkum at 


The French * Journal Officiel” of 11th December last, states 
that the French Minster of Commerce has notified the proposed 
establishment of a French Commercial Museum in the School of 
Mines at Lima, to be opened for the purpose of furnishing the 
Peruvian Government with information on trade matters generally, 
and of developing French Commercial relations with Peru. The 
museum will include all machinery and instruments of a com- 
mercial, industrial, and scientific nature, as well as materials 
intended for use in construction, such as for railways, &c. It will 
be divided into the following sections :—({1) machinery for mines ; 
(2) machinery of every kind, principally electric ; (3) models of 
machines and materials used for building, &c.; (4) drain pipes ; 
(5) ventilating and other apparatus for houses; (6) machinery 
used in viticulture, sugar culture, &c.; (7) apparatus and instru- 
ments for engineers; (8) chemical laboratories, apparatus and 
works; (9) minerals; (10) typographic, lithographic, photo- 
graphic, &c., models, and instruments ; (11) printing paper, ink, 
&e ; and (12) scientific catalogues. 


IX.—FISHERIES OF SCOTLAND. 


The Fishery Board for Scotland states that the quantities and 
value of fish landed in Scotland during the month of December 
last were as follows :—Herrings, 64,916 cwts., value 17,400/. ; 
sprats, 12,366 cwts., 2,451/.; cod, 18,062 cwts., 8,755/.; ling, 
3,063 ewts., 1,037/.; saith (coal fish), 8,605 cwts, 8087. ; 
haddock, 63,263 ewts., 31,840/.; whiting, 5,408 cwts., 2,154/. ; 
turbot, 223 ewts., 1,044/.; halibut, 95 ewts., 165/.; soles (lemon 
soles), 707 ewts., 971/.; flounders, plaice, and brill, 5,941 ewts., 
4,247/.; eels, 904 ewts., 4847; skate, 1,737 cwts., 405/.; other 
kinds of white fish, 7,899 cwts., 2,227/. ; oysters, 43,900, 1827. ; 
mussels, 17,334 cwts., 1,041/.; clams, 1,506 cwts., 2247. ; lobsters, 
69,070, 2,8242 ; crabs, 71,150, 4192.; other kinds of shell fish, 
2,972 cwts., 4591. The total value of all fish landed during the 
month amounted to 79,1372; the total returned value for the 
12 months ending December 31st, 1886, being 1,476,259/. 

In future numbers of this Journal a monthly return, showing 
the quantities and value of fish landed on the coasts of Scotland, 
will be inserted among the Statistical Tables, together with the 
fishery statistics of England and Wales (for which see page 79 of 
the present number), 
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X.—THE SEPTENNIAL AVERAGE AND THE TITHE 
COMMUTATION ACTS. 

The following memorandum has been prepared in the Depart- 
ment for insertion in the Journal :— 

The Septennial average prices of wheat, barley, and oats have 
just been published in the London Gazette ; they again show a 
decrease on last year’s prices, and the value of a tithe rentcharge 
is again proportionally reduced, and in this connection it may be 
interesting here to glance at what has been the effect of the 
septennial average prices in question on the value of the tithe 
rentcharge since the arrangement first came into operation in 
1836. 

The registration of corn prices is of very old.standing in 
England, having been first made in the year 1770. The scope of 
the original Act of 1770 was further enlarged and revised by the 
Consolidating Act of 1791, an Act which was passed chiefly with 
a view to regulating the duties and bounties on corn to be paid at 
the outports. When the two principal Tithe Commutation Acts 
(6&7 Will. IV. cap. 71., and 1 Vict. cap. 69.) were passed a 
registry of corn prices was found already in existence, and it was 
directed that the tithe rentcharge should be settled by the average 
prices of a bushel of wheat, barley, and oats for seven years 
previously, as returned by the Comptroller of Corn Returns. The 
method adopted was that the tithe apportioned should be deemed 
“to be of the value of such number of imperial bushels and 
“ decimal parts of an imperial bushel of wheat, barley, and oats 
“as the same would have purchased at the prices eo ascertained 
“by the advertisement to be published immediately after the 
“ passing of this Act, in case one third part of such rentcharge 
“had been invested in the purchase of wheat, one-third part 
‘‘ thereof in the purchase of barley, and the remaining third part 
“ thereof in the purchase of oats, and the respective quantities of 
“ wheat, barley, and oats so ascertained shall be stated in the 
“ draft of every apportionment.” The effect of this was that 
the equivalent of what was actually fixed as the money tithe 
rentcharge on each portion of titheable land, was to be stated in 
so many bushels of wheat, barley, and oats, the price of which 
would afterwards regulate the charge, but any necessity for going 
through this form of calculating the price in each case was after- 
wards obviated by the second of the Acts above quoted (1 Vict. 
eap. 69.), which enacted (see section 7) on the basis of the septen- 
nial average at Christmas 1835, that the prices at which conversion 
was to be made should be 7s. 04d. for a bushel of wheat, 3s. 114d. 
for a bushel of barley, and 2s. 9d. for a bushel of oats. The 
money paid being thus fixed, the variations required in the tithe 
by the changes of prices can be calculated in each case by the 
direct proportion between the prices thus fixed, which are called 
the “ par prices,” and the actual septennial average at any given 
date without its being necessary to estimate the number of bushels 
of wheat, barley, and oats apportioned. 
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Having glanced at the introduction of the Acts mentioned, it is 
now time to look more closely into their actual working since the 
second and last came into force in 1836. The Acts themselves 
have been in existence for over 50 years, and a fair estimate can 
be formed of their working and effect. For the purpose of 
judging of that effect, let a basis of 100/. of tithe rentcharge be 
taken as being of the simplest denomination, and it will be seen 
how the charge has varied in value. During the 51 years which 
have elapsed since the passing of the Act of 1836, it will be 
found that for 31 years the value has been above par, rising to its 
highest, 112/. 15s. 6d.,in 1875; for the remaining 20 years it 
has fallen below par, reaching its lowest, 87/. 8s. 10d., in the 
present year. Only once before, it may be observed, viz., in 1855, 
when the value fell to 89/7. 15s. 8d., has the value of 1002 of 
tithe rentcharge fallen below 90/. 

But if the present value is lower than it has been since the 
commencement in 1836, the average value from that date has on 
the whole been above par, since for the 51 years it works out to 
an average of 1027. 5s. 8d., that is to say, there has been an 
advantage of 2} per cent. to the tithe holder. 

But although prices have been rather in the tithe-holder’s 
favour in the past, it is improbable that they will continue to be 
so much longer, for if the tithe rentcharge were calculated on an 
average for the last three instead of the last seven years, the 
value of 100/. of tithe rentcharge would fall from 87/, 8s. 10d. 
to 851. 5s. 2d., whilst if it were calculated on the average prices 
of the past year only, it would further fall to 752 1s. 7d. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that it was in a great measure 
to prevent sudden fluctuations in prices that a septennial rather 
than a triennial or annual average was originally fixed upon. 

The average prices, it has been seen, are based on three different 
sorts of grain, wheat, barley, and oats, in equal prorortion, wheat 
being taken at a par value of 7s. Oid., barley at a par value of 
3s. 114d., and oats at the par value of 2s. 9d. The present value 
of wheat per bushel on the septennial average is 4s. 11d, and if 
tithe rentcharge were assessed on wheat only, the present value 
of 1007 of tithe rentcharge would be only 70/. Os. 7d. The 
present value of a bushel of barley is 3s, 10d., and the value of 
1002. of tithe rentcharge if based on barley alone would be 
962. 16s. 10d., whilst the present value of a bushel of oats is 
2s. 74d., and the value of the 1007. of rentcharge based on oats 
alone would be 957. 9s. 1d. 

It will be seen from the above that it is wheat which is more 
distinctly lower in price and which consequently most tends to 
lower the present value of the rentcharge, and this is still more 
decidedly the case if the average prices for the past year be 
taken as a basis instead of the average prices of the last seven 
years as above, for 100/. of tithe rentcharge based upon wheat 
alone at its present prices would then be but of the value or 
551. 3s, 10d., that is to say, little more than half its value in 1836. 
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1007. of tithe rentcharge based on the present price of barley 
would have a value of 83/. 13s. 8d., and 100/. of rentcharge based 
on oats would have a value of 86/. 7s. 3d. But here also it should 
be remarked that it was greatly to prevent sudden fluctuations 
that prices were made to depend on the three different sorts of 
grain rather than on one alone. 

With regard to the returning markets, where the prices are 
collected throughout England and Wales on which the septennial 
—— are based and the tithe erase depends, these have 
varied from time to time as has appeared desirable to the Legis- 
lature. The Corn Act of 1842 directed that returns of prices 
should be collected from 290 towns instead of from 150, which 
was the number of returning markets previous to that date. In 
1864 the number of returning markets was reduced to 150, at 
which number it continued till 1882, when an Act was passed 
which provided that “returns shall be collected’from not less than 
“ 150 and not more than 200 towns as may be from time to time 
* fixed by Her Majesty in Council.” At the present moment 
and since 1882, the returns are collected from 187 returning 
markets. 

The above are the most salient features of the Tithe Com- 
mutation Acts taken in connection with the septennial average 
prices recently published in the Gazette. 

A table, which tends to the elucidation of the foregoing, has 
been annexed, showing the average value of 100/, of tithe rent- 
charge in each year from 1836 to the present year. oe

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XI—FOREIGN ASSURANCE COMPANIES IN 
SWEDEN. 


A despatch, dated the 6th December last, enclosing a copy and 
translation of a decree issued by the Swedish Government on the 
12th October last, laying down the conditions under which foreign 
insurance companies are in future to be entitled to carry on insu- 
rance business in Sweden, has been received from Mr. E. Corbett, 
Her Majesty's Minister at Stockholm. The following is the 
translation in question :— 

Article I. Foreign insurance companies are permitted to carry 
on insurance business in this country, when such insurance is 
effected by means of a proxy (general agent), in accordance with 
the regulations in this proclamation. 

IT. Agent, as defined by this proclamation, must be a resident 
in this country, enjoy civil rights, be his own master, and have 
the management of |:is own property; and, if a foreigner, he 
must, in accordance with the law regulating the right of foreigners 
to carry on business in this country, show that he has acquired 
such right. Agency can also be exercised by any Swedish limited 
liability company, provided all the directors in the same are, as 
aforesaid, individually competent to be agents, and also by any 
other Swedish company, provided all the members of the same 
have individually the same qualifications. 

IIf. Foreign insurance companies who carry on insurance 
business in this country shall, in all judicial cases that may occur, 
be amenable to the laws uf Sweden, and be obliged to answer in 
Swedish courts of law, and submit to their decrees and judgments. 

IV. Before an agent can commence business in this country he 
must have acquired the requisite permission, in the way here 
below stated. Such permission is to be applied for at the hands 
of H.M. Governor of the Province where the agent is resident, 
and to the application are to be joined the following documents :— 

1, Papers which prove the applicant’s competency as agent, in 

accordance with Article IT. 

2. Two copies of the laws and regulations of the insurance 


company represented, in a legally verified Swedish trans- 
lation. 


3. Evidence showing that the insurance company is, in its own 
country, legally entitled to carry on such insurance business 
as is to be carried on here. 

4, A warrant, both in the original and in a legally verified 
Swedish translation, entitling the agent to carry on insu- 
rance business in this country on behalf of the company, as 
also, on its behalf, to answer in al] legal matters that may 
occur, either personally or by proxy. 
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5. Evidence showing that the person or persons who have 
signed the warrant were entitled to do so, and also that 
the warrant is drawn in agreement with the laws of the 
country. 

6. A declaration, issued by the insurance company and legally 
verified, to the effect that the insurance company, in all 
business undertaken within this realm, will submit to 
Swedish law, together with a copy of this declaration, in 
a legally verified Swedish translation. 

Should the agent, in agreement with Article II, be found 
competent, and the documents as per sections 2 to 6 be as above 
stated, and the agent further show that no other person has heen 
granted permission to be agent for the company in this kingdom, 
the Governor of the Proviuce will issue the permission desired, 
and also, without delay, send a report of the same to the Civil 
Department (Home Office), together with a copy of the laws and 
regulations of the company. He shall also cause to insert in the 
official newspapers (Gazette) a notice of the permission granted, 
together with a translation of the warrant. 

V. Should any alteration be made in the laws of the company, 
the agent is bound to give in to the Governor of the Province, 
within six ‘months after such alterations have been resolved, two 
copies of the resolutions in a legally verified Swedish translation, 
and the Governor of the Province is bound to send one of the 
copies to the Civil Department, and to insert in the Gazette a 
notice of the alterations made. Until this is done, the alterations 
are not to be considered as legally binding in this country. 

VI. Should the company appoint a new agent in the place of 
the former, on application for the requisite permission for him to 
exercise his functions, such documents as specified under sections 
1, 4, and 5,in Article I1V., shall be attached to the application. 
Should the permission be granted, the Governor of the Province 
shall insert in the Gazette a notice to this effect, together with 
a translation of the warrant. The commission given to the former 
agent shall not be considered as revoked until this has been done. 

VII. In case an agent should become disqualified from exercis- 
ing his functions, either by reason of his being no longer competent 
to be agent, as by Article LI., or from any other cause, or should 
the agent resign his commission, or his warrant be revoked, 
without any new agent being appointed and approved, it becomes 
incumbent on the Governor of the Province to appoint some 
— as the legal representative of the insurance company in all 

egal matters that may proceed from insurance engagements 
entered into here by the agent on behalf of the company, and due 
notice hereof shall be given by insertion in the Gazette, and a 
report of the same be sent in to the Civil Department, and until 
such proclamation be made all premiums due to the company are 
to be paid at the office of the Governor of the Province. 

VIII. An agent is permitted, provided such is not forbidden 
by the terms in his warrant, to employ sub-agents in carrying on 
his business. 
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IX. The agent is bound to conform strictly to the following 

regulations :— 

He must, whenever called upon, submit the accounts and docu- 
ments relating to the agency to the examination of the officer 
of the Civil Department who has been by His Majesty 
ordained to have the management of things belonging to the 
insurance business of the country, and also to such special 
inspectors as shall be appointed either by the Chief of the 
Civil Department or by the Governor of the Province. He 
must also furnish information concerning the insurance 
engagements of the company in this kingdom which may be 
asked for : 

He must make every year, and within six months after the 
expiration of the year, send in to the Civil Department a 
statement of the business done for the company in accord- 
ance with a formula approved by the Chief of the Civil 
Department : 

He must also, within six months after that a general meeting 
of the shareholders of the company has been held for hearing 
and adopting the report of the auditors on the accounts and 
management for the preceding year, send a copy of the pro- 
ceedings of the said meeting to the Chief of the Civil 
Department. 


X. (1.)—Should any foreign insurance company that carries on 
insurance business in this country neglect to furnish the agent 
with money needful to pay insurances here, on the ground that 
the policies were effected in this country, it will become incumbent 
on the agent to give written information of the matter to the 
Governor of the Province, within three months after that the 
payment was due. 

(2.) The agent is also bound to give immediate written informa- 
tion to the Governor of the Province in case he should, through 
negligence on the part of the company, be prevented from fulfilling 
what is required of him in Articles V. or 1X. of this proclamation. 

(3.) When due information, as here above mentioned, under 
numbers 1 and 2, has been given, the Governor of the Province 
shall, without delay, report the same to the Chief of the Civil 
Department, who may, should he consider it necessary, cause it 
to be inserted in the Gazette. 


XI. Any person who in this kingdom carries on insurance 
business for a foreign insurance company without such permission 
as stated in this proclamation, becomes liable to a fine of from 50 
to 500 kronor. 


XII. Should the agent negiect to give such information as is 
required in Article X., section 1, he will be liable to a fine of 
from 100 to 500 kronor, 

Should the agent neglect the duties imposed upon him in 
Articles V. and IX., without his kaving given such notice as is 
required by Article X., section 2, he will be amenable to a fine 
of from 20 to 200 kronor. 
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XIII. A public prosecutor is empowered to prosecute offences 
committed against Articles V. and 4 section 1, as also against 
such offences as are mentioned in Article IT. 

All other offences against this proclamation can only be pro- 
secuted on orders given either by the Chief of the Civil Depart- 
ment or the Governor of the Province. 

XIV. All fines imposed by this proclamation go to the Crown. 
In case of non-payment, a term of imprisonment, in accordance 
with the rules laid down in the laws, will be enforced. 

XY. Should the Chief of the Civil Department or the Governor 
of the Province consider it necessary to canse an examination of the 
account and documents of an agency, as far as regards the business 
done by the company in this kingdom, to be made by a specially 
appointed inspector, it becomes the duty of the agent to pay the 
travelling and other expenses of the inspector, in accordance with 
the scale for the third class, as laid down in the regulation for 
public payment of travelling expenses; all insertions in the 
Gazette of notices and documents which, in accordance with this 
proclamation are made by order of the Governor of the Province, 
shall in likewise be paid by the agent whom it concerns. 

XVI. The above regulations shall not be any obstacle against 
foreign insurance companies for transacting re-insurance business 
in this country otherwise than by agents. 

This proclamation shall be enforced from the 1st July 1887. 
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XII.—IMPROVEMENTS OF THE PORT OF LISBON. 


The following is a translation of an article which recently 
appeared in the “ Diario de Noticias,” respecting the projected 
improvements in the Port of Lisbon, which was forwarded in a 
report by Mr. G. Brackenbury, Her Majesty’s Consul at Lisbon, 
dated the 16th December last :-— 

“ It is proposed to construct a wet dock (constant level), situated 
250 metres to the east of the Alcantara Canal, and of the length 
of 735 metres, and mean breadth of 195 metres. This dock is 
bounded to the north by a berthing quay 440 metres long, and 
by a sloping wall (rampa) of 300 metres intended to be used for 
the discharge of timber; and on the south by another quay, also 
a berthing quay, 735 metres long. This last quay forms in con- 
junction with another, parallel to and distant 100 metres from it, 
a terreplein of that width, to which, on its riverside, vessels can 
make fast. A part of this ¢erreplein will be available for a coal 
depét, and another part for various kinds of goods, for the shelter 
of which four sheds are to be built on the ferreplein, each about 
100 metres long by 20 metres wide, and to be furnished with six 
longitudinal and five transverse tramways, with the requisite 
turn-tables. A shed of equal dimensions will be constructed on 
the terreplein of the quay already mentioned, which is on the 
south side of this dock. 

The dimensions of the wet dock are, therefore, as follows :-- 
Total superficies, 14°3 hectares; total length of berthing quays, 
1,175°0 metres; length of sloping wall, 3000 metres; minimum 
depth of water calculated with reference to mean high tides, 9°5 
metres, 

At the western face of the wet dock there are to be two 
graving docks, one 160 metres by 25 metres width of entrance, 
and space will be reserved for a third should it be eventually 
deemed necessary. 

Besides these graving docks there will be a patent slip for 
cleaning and repairing vessels up to 2,000 tons register. 

To the east of the Rock of Count Obidos (“ packet-stairs ”) there 
will be a tidal dock, which will constitute the tore-port (ante-porto) 
430 metres long, by 200 metres wide, surrounded by berthing 
quays, and to which access will be given by an entrance 150 
metres wide. 

Tie inner dimensions of the fore-port will be :—Surface, 9°4 
hectares ; total length of berthing quays, 1,100°0 metres ; minimum 
depth of water, 8°5 metres. 

Upon the terreplein of the quay, which bounds the fcre-port to 
the north, there will be another shed of the dimensions already 
mentioned. 

In front of Santos Square there is to be another tidal dock, 
witha mean length of 717 metres and a width of 234 metres, 
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boundel on tie north by a quay, on the west by the walls which 
separate it from the fore port, and on the east by a sloping wall 
(rampa de vazadouro) 300 metres tong. This dock is sheltered 
on the river side by a wall just sufficient to protect vessels lying 
in it from the motion of the waves of the river, especially at the 
time of storms, when it will become a valuable shelter for vessels, 
large and small, and it wili be, in fact, the general dock of the port. 
To the sloping wall of this dock, fishing craft will be able to make 
fast in all states of the tide. The inner dimensions of Santos 
dock are as under:—Superficies, 16:7 hectares; total extent of 
berthing quays, 8540 metres; extent of the sloping wall, 300-0 
metres ; minimum depth of water, 6:0 metres. 

This dock is separated fron the fore-port by a terreplein 75 
metres wide, interrupted by a passage 30 metres wide, which 
effects the communication between the two docks, and which is 
crossed by a moveable metal bridge giving access to the outer 
quay. 

The fore-port communicates with the wet dock by a lock 25 
metres wide, closed by three pairs of gates. 

In front of the naval arsenal there will be another dock 395 
metres long by 80 metres mean width, the minimum depth of 
water in which will be metres 8°5 or more, and which will be 
specially adapted to the requirements of the Navy. The entrance 
to this dock will be 30 metres wide. 

Near to the Custom House, and in front of Ribeira Vilha, there 
will be another dock 300 metres long by 50 metres wide, inner 
dimensions :—Superficies, 1°5 hectares; berthing quays, 620°0 
metres ; sloping wall, 50°0 metres ; minimum depth of water, 6°0 
metres. 

This dock will be bounded on its river-side by walls, te which 
vessels can make fast, ten metres wide at the coping, leaving an 
entrance 30 metres wide, and capable of being employed for the 
landing and embarkation of goods and passengers whether on 
their outer or inner side. 

In front of the Terreiro do Trigo there wiil be yet another 
dock, inner dimensions : —- Superficies, 1°5 hectares ; total 
extent of berthing quays, 570°0 metres; sloping walls, 100°0. 
metres ; minimum depth of water, 4°0 metres. 

The walls which form the outer limits of the docks, and which,, 
in the absence of docks, support the ferrepleins form a general 
outer quay, from the Alcantara Canal tothe western bridge of 
the Eastern Railway, in a straight line from the canal to the Praca 
do Commercio (Black Horse Square); this general quay will 
have a total length of 5,286 metres, including 590 metres of dock 
entrances. Of the above total length, 2,083°0 metres of wall will 
correspond to over 8 metres minimum depth of water, and to the 
remaining length of wall, vessels drawing 6 metres of water will 
be able to make fast, subject to the influence of the undulation, 
currents, &c. of the river. 

From the Eastern Railway Station, starts a marginal avenue 
for ordinary traffic, 25 metres wide, which follows at a convenient 
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distance the line of the quays, and settles the important question 
of the river-side traffic of the capital. 

Two lines of rails will unité the Eastern Railway with the 
Southern Railway Station (near the Custom House), and with 
the Torres Vedras Railway (at Alcantara), and there will be all the 
necessary tramways for the service of the quays and docks. 

There will be the requisite number of hydraulic and other 
cranes (one of them being of the force of 120 tons). 

Finally, in order to protect the western end of the works, it is 
proposed to make an embankment from the Alcantara Canal to 
the building of Porto Franco, finishing off the embankment with 
a sloping wall, strongly faced with stone, and for the advantage 
of the riverside properties with outlets to the river on the site of 
the embankment a small dock would be constructed in front of 
Santo Amaro.” ; 

Consul Brackenbury adds :— 


“There are some evident inaccuracies in the above statement, 
but they occur in the original, and till the official publication of 
the conditions no means exists for correcting them.” 


A further report on this subject, dated the 24th December last, 
has been received from Mr. Brackenbury, in which he encloses a 
printed copy and a translation of a Royal Decree which appeared 
in the Official Gazette of the 22nd December last inviting tenders 
which will be received by the Portuguese Government up to the 
26th March next for the construction of decks and other works 
in the port of Lisbon, and specifying the conditions on which the 
undertaking is to be carried out. The documents in question 
may be seen on application at the Commercial Department, Board 
of Trade, S.W.

It contains 
abstracts of the accounts of the Metropolitan Vestries and 
District Boards, the Commissioaers of Sewers of the City of 
London, the Metropolitan Board of Works, the Metropolitan 
Police Commissioners, and the Corporation of London. It also 
contains an abstract of the accounts of the Commissioners of the 
Free Public Libraries and of the Conservators of Commons 
within the Metropolitan District. 


3. Report of the Irish Land Commissioners for the period from 
the 22nd of August 1885 to the 22nd of August 1886 
(C. 4899). Price 54d. 


This is the Annual Report of the Commissioners appointed 
under the Land Law (Ireland) Act of 1881. The Commissioners 
state in their report that the number of fair rent cases disposed 
of by the Sub-Commissioners in the year under review, was 3,631 ; 
by Civil Bill Courts, excluding transfers to the Court of the 
Land Commission, 286, total 3,917. The entire number of cases 
disposed of both by Sub-Commissions and Civil Bill Courts from 
the passing of the Land Law Act to the 22nd of August 1886, 
was 122,628. The number of fair rent cases awaiting trial by 
the Land Commission on the 22nd of August was 2,431, and by 
Civil Bill Courts 1,513. The Commissioners add that the entire 
number of fair rents fixed by all the methods provided in the 
Act between the 21st of August 1881 and the 22nd ,of August 
1886 was 176,927. The number of cases withdrawn, dismissed, 
or struck out in Court during the same period was 35,053, and 
the total number of cases disposed of since the Act came into 
operation has been 211,980. 
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4. Poor Rates and Puuperism. Return (A.) Comparative State- 
ment of Pauperism, October 1885 and 1886 (58 —A. IX.) 
Price 2d. 


This is the monthly return for October issued by the Local 
Government Board by order of the House of Commons. It 
includes comparative statements of the number of paupers of alt 
classes (except lunatic paupers in asylums and vagrants) in receipt 
of relief on the last day of each week in each month from 
January 1885 to October 1886. 


5. Friendly Societies, Industrial and Provident Societies, and 
Trade Unions, Part C., Appendix (F.), Trade Unions, 
239—II.

This is the Appendix to the Reports of the Chief Registrar 
of Friendly Societies for the year ending the.

It 
gives the names and addresses of the registered trade unions 
in England, together with the amount of their funds, their 
incomes for the year 1885, and the number of their members 
respectively. 


6. London Water Companies (Accounts) [242]. Price 34d. 


This is a return issued by the Local Government Board. It 
shows the accounts, as they are respectively made up, of the 
Metropolitan Water Companies to the 30th day of September 
and the 3lst day of December 1885, and is stated to be in con- 
tinuation of Parliamentary Paper No. 231 of Session 1885. The 
accounts of the following eight water companies are shown, 
namely, the Chelsea, East London, Grand Junction, Kent, 
Lambeth, New River, Southwark, Vauxhall, and West Middlesex. 


7. Board of Trade Journal. Correspondence relating to, C. 4898, 
Price 2d. 


This includes copies of the replies to a Circular of the 
President of the Board of Trade addressed to the Chambers of 
Commerce of the United Kingdom, on the subject of the Board 
of Trade Journal. The Circular is dated July the 17th, 1886, 
and is signed by Mr. Mundella. It proposed the institution of a 
Journal of Tariff and Trade Notices, and asked for the opinion of 
the various Chambers of Commerce thereon. Answers from 
37 Chambers of Commerce are appended, most of them being of 
a nature favourable to the establishment of a journal such as that 
proposed.
